game treaty oame to tbe United Slaleit 
Senate, at which time Senator Stewart 
was a member of that body, it was 
thought that the right to naturalize the 
Chinese was implied by the term of the 
treaty. Tbe Republican Senators from 
the Pacific Const recognized the impro- 
priety of Chinese naturalization, and to 
avoid Ibis great evil, Mr, Cooneas, a 
Republican Senator from California of- 
fered nn amendment to tbe treaty pro- 
hibiting the naturalization ot Ouicese, 
whloh was adopted by the Seuate, If 
tbe Republioana bad not tbns moved In 
this matter tbe Chinese to-day would 
probably control tbe politics of the 
country.

Senator Stewart called attention to 


tbe Mentlments of General Harrison as 
exprtssed in bis letter of acceptance, 
and said that in view of the recard of 
this Administration the Republican 
parly alone could bo trusted to secure 
proper legislatieu to exolade tbt Ohi- 
ntse whenever the question should 
again com* before Congress. 


THE SILVKU QUESTION. 


Senator Stewart was particularly for- 


cible in his remarks on the silver qnss- 
tlon. lie rapidly sketched the history 
of tbe money metals from the early 
ages to th« time tbe attempt was made 
in 1353 to damonetiz* gold (because 
gold was the plentttr and silver tbe 
scarcer metal), for the purpose of en- 
hancing obligations, and showed tbat 
the world was prosperous when money 
was plenty and bankrupt when it wan 
scarce. He condemned tbe leaders in 
the conspiracy which demonetized silver 
lu 1873, and stated tbat the Act of 1878, 
*hiob retjairie" tbe purohitse und coin- 
age of not more than four million nor 
leas than two million dollars' worth of 
•liver per month, bus saved the United 
States from utter bankruptcy by adding 
to tbe circulating medium more than 
$380,000,000. 
He declared tbat tbe 


restoration of sliver was the great finan- 
cial question of tbe day, and reviewed 
witb telling effect the method by wbieb 
President Cleveland bis depressed tbe 
price of silver more than 17 per cent. 
Although he was elected on a platform 
which declared for both gold and sliver, 
he did not wsit to bs inaugurated before 
be violated his pledge to support it by 
•ddressing a tetter to tbe Democratic 
members of tbe Forty-eighth 'Congress, 
urging tb« repeal ol all laws providing 
for tbe coinage of silver, He followed 
this np in his inaugural message almost 
demanding the repeal of the Bland Act 
and predicted utter rain If this were 
not done. Theu he sent George Walker, 
Consol-Oeneral at Paris, to Inform the 
Litin Union Monetary Conference as- 
sembled In tbat city, that tuero was a 
growing sentiment in the TJaited States 
In favor of tbe repeal ot tbs Blaml Act, 
and that the Administration wontd do 
all ID ill power to seoara its repeal. 
In bit annual message to Congress in 
1886 he repeated what he bail atuted in 
his Inaugural message. He uUo sent 
Manton Marbl* and Edward Atkinson, 
both gold bug*! to junket i.bout in 
Europe at the ezpenne of thu United 
State*, to obtain falsa argnoH»U on tbs 
lilver question front European bunkers 
and bondholders. And when Die Sen- 
ate, In April last, amended tli t House 
bill authorizing tbe purchase of United 
Stale* b>uds by requiring the purchase 
and coinage of samolent silver to take 
the plaoe of national bank noun retired, 
and tans stop farther contraction, the 
bill, through tbe influence of (lie Ad- 
ministration, when it was returned to 
the H'jasa, was smothered in the Oemo- 
orik io Committee ot Ways nnd Means, 
and there it still lies. H? oou.lumned 
the Treiident for the present Hlriugeuoy 
of the money market and )>r>voked 
great •athasia*m by stating tlmt ua de- 
sired his oomoaUsion to the Semite more 
for the purpoie of exposing ton nisotli- 
ties of the national banks auJ bond- 
holders than for any other purpose, 
and that he meant to continue to agitate 
the queilion and do everything possible 
la. bis pow«r to right tu« wronj ol 1873 
as long as he had a TOIDO nnd a vote in 
the Senate. He stated that the Repub- 
lican party wait pledged by ils party 
platform to an honest money, which 
was endorsed by Gen. Harrison, and 
IB it It Harriron wns.eleoted silver woald 
b« reiuonetizid and be placed buck to 
•par,- If Cleveland shall be rc-rloctca be 
dc»|aired of ever succeeding while he| 


was President. He therefore appealed 
to the miners ol Nevada to stand by 
their interests nail rote the Republican 
ticket. 


THI TABIIV. ' 


Senator Stewart discussed this sub- 


ject elaborately, premising his general 
remarks by a concise and connected 
history of the conditions and legislation 
ol the coantry from the time of the 
early American colonies to the present. 
His remarks on the subject were very 
instructive and wore listened to with 
wrapt attention. 
Ha showed that one 


of the principal causes oi the revolt of 
the colonies from Great Britain was the 
oppressive laws enforced by that country 
to prevent any manufactures iu the 
colonies; tbat one of the principal ctuaan 
of discontent ag linst the Article* of Con- 
federation in the early days ol the Re- 
public was the inability ol the Govern- 
ment to levy customs duties, ffhich diffi- 
culty was remedied by the provision in 
the Constitution giving Congress the 
power to lay and collect tuxo», duties, 
imports and excises, and to provide for 
the general welfare of the United States; 
that th» first petition presented to Con- 
gress lifter the ratification of the Consti- 
tution was a prayer for a protective tar- 
iff law; that such a Uw was Immediately 


that Washington, AiUms, Jeff- 


erson, 
Madison, 
Monroe, 
Jatkson, 


Franklin, Hamilton, 
Civlhoun, Clay, 


Webster, and all the other prominent 
men of tbe early Republic were indent 
advocates of protection; that the pros- 
perity ot those days was due to oar tar- 
iff laws, and tbat this policy without 
oimpromiue or important opposition un- 
til after thu election of Jackson iu 1858 
The speaker related ths power of "King 
Cotton," which brought about the fatal 
compromise of 1833; tbe efforts of South 
Carolina W secure free trade, and liken 
ed the war then being waged ag&iuat our 
protective tariff laws by the Cotton 
States to that of the South to-day agains 
the industries of the North. He showed 
that the panic of 1857 due to the reduo 
tions ol the tariff made iu 1816 and 
1857, although the evil effects of tbe tar 
iff of 181G were averted for some time b 
the discoveries of gold in California and 
Australia. 
Tbe Republican party, & 


soon as it came into power in 1860, de 
termined to restore prosperity to Ih 
country by a protective tariff, aud i 
1861 the Morrill tariff bill was passed 
which exists to-dny with BOKO modi&ca 
tions. Uuder it, Sanator Stewart said 
the ooantry has increased in we alt 
from sixteen thousand millions, in 1860 
to sixty-five thousand millions to-daj 
notwithstanding tbe destruction of eight 
thousand millions of property daring 
tb» war. 
Toe present stagnation in 


buuiness, he declared, was not duo to 
the tariff, bat to the InsufadoDt supply 
of the circulating medium. 


Tbe Sanator then oallnd attention to 


the difference iu value between the lands 
in the Northern and Southern States, 
the value ot the land in the North being 
greatly in excess of the value ot land in 
tbe Sooth. This was due, be, said, to 
tbe tact that the northern States abound 
in manufactures. 
He instanced tbu 


(act that the product of manufactures iu 
tbe State of Ohio in 1880 amounted to 
1348,305,390, while the value of tbo 
product ot all (he manufactures of the 
late eleven Confederate States was in the 
same year only $210,514,295, while the 
area of farms in the Confederate Stated 
was at the same date 197,554,805 acre.', 
of the aggregate valaaof $1,229,958.021: 
and the entire area of (arms in Ohiu 
was on'y 24,529,230 acres, ol the valn« 
of $1,127,497,353, only $10-2,461,271, 
less than tbe value of all the farms in 
tbe late Confederate States. 
He thuu 


pointed out that a new South had uprung 
op within tbe last tew years, and if tbt) 
growth ol the new industrieH continues, 
portions ol the So.uth would BOOH rival 
the manufacturing canters ot the North, 
The resources ol ths South give prom- 
ise ol a grand fature, still the represent- 
atives of that suction iu Congress aro 
endeavoring to blind iho people to tliv 
fact that the future ol tUe South duponda 
upoa a protective tariff uud by their 
voices and their votes ara trying to 
strike down their lufuul industries lor 
tbe 
benefit ol 
securing the support 


Of a foruigu element lu New York city 
and its surroundings iu the Presidential 
election. 


Senator Stewart referred to the tariffs 


ol other countries by which they pro- 
tected themselves against nil tUu world. 
He showed there was no hope for the 
United States to acquire any foreign 
markets and that England and her 
colonies and other European Naiious 
legislated specially against the products 
of this country by subsidies to steam- 
ships, by tariffs and otherwise. AH to 
the Mills bill, the Senator declared it to 
be sectional in all its features and aimed 
at the destruction of all the industries 
ot Nevada, such as wool, soda, borax, 
copper, sulphur, etc. He said that as 
thii country had prospered as none 
other bad by a protective tariff he 
wanted this Government not to enter 
upou any uew or untried policy, but 
would have it maintain the policy tor 
which the colonies separated from the 
mother country, which policy included 
not only political, but financial, indus- 
trial and commercial 
independence. 


He further atjiid lint no man had a 
right to ask for cheaper goods in this 


country than could be made bora by 
tree labor, and U be was cot satisfied 
b* should leave, 


pBosccrmoN OF NEVADA. 


Senator Stewart paid bia respects to 


Stookblager, of the General Land Oihcc, 
for bin proposed prosecutions of tue 
rninerH of Nevada for cutting timber far 
all mining and domestic purposes. 
Ha said there was no doubt that 
the people were authorized to use the 
scrubby growth found 01 tlr mountain 
top* and in tbe oauyons, nnd bauled at 
great risk and expoune many miles to 
be used at our mills for radaciug ores, 
by the Act ct Juno 3, 1378, bat tbo 


ommissiouer had secured an approprt- 
tiou of $309,000 for the spy system 
nd he probably thought it just as well 
,o spend it on n lot of blncltuiiileru und 
olHical mendicants at tht expanse of 
[evada, lo get rid uf tUo money, as by 
ay other method. It was hardly neu- 
isary for tbe Sonutorjto assure ua thut 
e wonld resist any such schemes ns 
Ilia to the last degree.' lie thought it 
well to refer to Ibis matter to show tbe 
egard held by this Administration for 
?evmla. 


He then referred to the efforts of this 


Administration to destroy tbe Carson 
Mint, and that were it not for a Hepub- 
iuan Senate a sufficient appropriation 
ooald not b» obtained to conduct the 
nstitutioD, and the result would be tb'it 
t would be lost to Nevada. 


He also stated tbttt our mail facilities 


lad almost been destroyed by this Ad- 
ministration because it was necessary to 
appease tbe appetites of the Southern 
Confederates now iu power at Washing- 


ton. 


He commented with severity on the 


usurpation of the veto power by the 
President, which was incorporated iu 
the Constitution by tbo framers of that 
instrument with the idea that it would 
only be used to protect the Executive 
from encroachments on bia authority. 
With this in view all the early Presi- 
dents were extremely cautious to exer- 
cise this power. Washington vetoed 
only two bills, one of which was mani- 
festly unconstitutional, and tho other 
wan passed through an oversight of 
Congress. 
Jefferson, 
John 
Adams, 


John Qainoy Adams, VanBaren, Taylor 
aud Fillmorc never used tbe veto power, 
and Lincoln exercised it but once. 
Down to tbe inauguration of Cleveland 
113 bills in all were vetoed, while dur- 
ing the three years of Cleveland's Ad- 
ministration ho has vetoed over 310 
bills. 


Senator Stewart created some aston- 


ishment by producing a bill which had 
benn "pocket-vetoed" by President 
Cleveland bearing the following title: 


"An Act to prevent the employment 


of convict labor und alien labor upon 
public bnildiogj and other public worlf 
and convict labor in the preparation 01 
manufacture of materials for public 
works and to regulate the manner of 
letting contracts therefor." 


This bill was presented to tbe Presi- 


dent three days before the adjournment 
of tbo second session of tbe last Con- 
gress, but as he refused to return it be- 
fore the ndjourntnont the bill was lost, I 
or in other words, w»8 "pocket-vetoed." 
Tbii bill was one of about fifty others 
lost .n the same way. This act of 
Clevol, n J plainly shows that ha H not a 
friend if the laboring man. Senator 
Stewart lited QUO instance of what this 
law woulci prevent bad it been signed. 
He said U<at shortly after Cleveland 
failed to sign the bill tbe Commissioner 
of Indian Affui 'S let a contract with the 
penitentiary of Tennessee for the mak- 
ing ot 000 wngons, 


He answered tha charga thnt 
tbe 


Republican party had squandered tbe 
public domain by reviewing the various 
various laws passed by Congress pro- 
viding for the disposal of public lands, 
aud showed that hundreds of millions 
o! acres of land had passed into the 
bands of speculators because of unwise 
legislation under Democratic administra- 
tions, and tbat tbe homestead law which 
hns done more to. populate the oountry 
than any other net, wns vetoed by Pres- 
ident Buchanan, aud finally became n 
law when the Republican party first 
came Into power. Ho also slated thai 
about thirty millions of acres of lam 
was granted under Buchanan's adminis- 
tration to aid in the construction of 
railroads. Tbia was the inauguration 
of the policy of granting lands to rail- 
roads BO much decried'now by Demo- 
cratic orators.
